(3) It will serve as a basis for discussion of the whole problem o 
employment for educated women. 

The classification makes no claim to completeness in its present form 
With the help of those women who will be generous enough to suppl; 
information which we lack and through extensive inquiry in the field w 
hope to make it more complete. The study is already well under way 

Tlie list is in no sense theoretical. Only those types of work an< 
positions have been included in which, to our knowledge, women ar( 
actually engaged as paid workers at the present time. 

Tlie classification of positions in the federal, state and municipa 
service has been omitted from this list. It will be printed separately at < 
later date. Tlie profession of teaching has also been omitted for the reasoi 
that it long ago outgrew the need of classification. 

It is our aim to assemble for immediate practical use and ultimate 
publication information concerning: 

(I) Training for the various occupations including the names oi 
institutions where such training may be taken, the cost of tuition, length 
and coDtent of courses and data regarding fellowshi an*^ -rliolarship 
iirhich these institutions offer. 



(2) Standards in those vocations and professions which are stand- 
ardized and the differing requirenunts in those which have not yet reached 
the stage of complete standardization. 

(3) The nature of the work required in the various positions listed 
and its value as preparation for other types and fields. 

(4) The range of salaries in all fields of employment included in 
the study. 

(5) The professional exp)eriences of women who have been suc- 
cessful, which may serve later as a basis for a Who's Who of Women 
at Work. 

The Intercollegiate Bureau of Occupations invites co-operation on the 
part of all working women in this effort to secure authoritative vocational 
data.
